Russian egg hunter does not do his

hot, sunny day, the man first erects 
little piles of twigs, a dozen or more 
j 
of them, near the thickest 
colonies, » 
and then he kicks open all the nestSN 
in the neighborhood. 
The ants know j 
that their eggs, thus exposed to the 
sun would be made sterile in a few 
hours, and they take them up and 
hurry 4o place them under the nearest 
shelter. 
The nearest shelter is, of 
course, the little pile of twigs, and 
under each of these there are soon 
heaped the 
eggs from 
a 
hundred 
nests. The egg hunter, after a smoke 
and a nap, has nothing to do but gath­ 
er up his spoil and dump it in liis 
sack. 
He ships the eggs in hundred­ 
weight bags, all over the world.
